iuto the condition of affaire and report 
to him, (Cleveland) personally. Com- 
missioner Blount's report was not sat- 
isfactory to the people, as ha seemed 
to favor the restoration of Monarchy 
iti the islands, but it pleased the Presi- 
dent and seemed to be nntirely satis- 
factory to him. The press and the 
public generally ridiculed Blount and 
his report and berated the President 
for paying any attention to it as it was 
only the opinion of one man, but Cleve- 
land was firm and disregarded the 
voice of Congress or the people. 


Now 
President 
McKinley 
bus 


adopted the method pursued by hia 
predecessor in dealing with the Hawai- 
ian question, in determining what tl.e 
United States shall do in regard to 
Cuba, He has Bent Commissioner Cul- 
houn to Cuba to investigate, aud pre- 
sumably will be goverened by his re- 
port. If Mr. Calhoun, from any cause, 
should report tnat Weyler is not the 
murderer and butcher he is repre- 
sented to bo, then the Government of 
the United States will not recognize 
the Cubans as beligerents, nor give 
them the slightest aid or encouw^e- 
tnent in their gallant attempt to free 
themselves from the Spanish yoke. 


It will not matter that Enroy Cal- 


houn'a report may bo colored to suit 
the views of the holders of Spanish 
bonds and American owners of sugar 
plantations in Cuba, the chief execu- 
tive of the nation will bo as imperturb- 
able as was Cleveland, and Weyler can 
continue to butcher Cubans and starve 
American citizens in Cuba, without 
fear of reprimand or molestation on 
the part of the United States. 


The Morgan resolution, recognizing 


the fact that a state of war exists in 
Cubn, was passed by the United States 
Senate after every means known to its 
opponents had been exhausted to de- 
feat it. Tho House'of Representatives 
will not permit it to ba considered iu 
any way until the Committee onKulea, 
of which Speaker Reed is Chairman, 
determines whether or not it will be 
displeasing to the President. The 
President will not move until he hears 
from Envoy Calhoun, and no Republi- 
can in Congress seems to have the 
courage to demand the consideration 
of the resolution regardless of what 
Envoy Calhoun or the President may 
think of the matter, 


The people of the United States eeetn 


to be almost unanimously in favor of 
the recognition of Cuban independence, 
or at least according the Cubans 
the 
rights 
of 
belligerents, 
but 


that does not matter, the man in the 
White Houso and the Autocrat of the 
EIoudB of Representatives care little 
for tho sentimei-ls of the people, as 
Mr. Hanna proved in the Presidential 
election that enough votes can be pur- 
chased for $15,000,000 to sustain an& 
policy they may desire, not only re- 
Biirding Cuba, but the Dnitcd States 
also.

Lewis was tried for 


murder and tho Court, in charging tho 
jury, said that Lewis might

victed. Lewis appealed to the Supreme 
Court and was granted a new triul. 
Tho Supreme Court held that a man in 
his own house is not required to retreat 
from any aggressor, even if the life of 
the aggressor is in the balance;. 


It has been held for ages in England 


and, also in the United States, that a 
man's home is his castle and that he 
has the right to defend it against any 
and all comers. 
The Supreme Court 


of California has sustained that law by 
hold ing that n man has the legal right 
to defend hitrself while in his own 
house from any and all aggressors even 
at the cost of the lives of tho assail- 
ants.

International Gold Mining Contention. 
It is proposed to hold tbo first Oi>tiVd:i- 
tiou at Denver on July 7th,to last throe 
days. 
Governor Adams of Colorado 


will c.ill the convention to order and 
act as temporary chairman. The basis 
of representation is thirty delegates 
at large from each State and Territory, 
five from each county and five from 
each city. 
The Governor appoints the 


State delegates, tho Board of County 
Commissioners the county delegates, 
and tho Mayor, the city delegates. 
In 


addition each Miniuf! Bureau is en- 
titled to five delegates. 


The temporary officers are collecting 


material covering the important feat- 
urea of tho convention for publication 
in pamphlet form, and the correpoud- 
enoe indicates that the convention will 
be one of the most representative that 


has been held in the interest of mining. 
It ie the aim of those who are promot- 
ing the gathering to show that mining 
is <i permanent and profitable industry > 
capable of large expansion, and one of 
the objects of the convention is to 
secure such national legislation as may 
be calculated to promote the Business 
interests and development of the min- 
ing resources of the country 


ACCORDING to Karl G. Corn, until 


recently the manager of the bee't sugar 
factory at Menomeu Falls, near Mil- 
waukee, a company of foreign capital- 
ists has ,been formed which will enter 
upon the manufacture of beet sugar 
on a gigantic scale in this and other 
States. Ha claims that all'of the men 
whom he has succeeded in interesting 
in the matter, are men who have bad a 
wide experience in the business in 
Europe. He said: 'The main business 
office of the company will be located 
at Chicago and branch offices will be 
established in every sugar beet growing 
State in the Union."

GENERAL JUNE WEATHER. 


The' month us a general average of

the greatest excess of temperatures 
and the Southeastern States the lowest 
averages. 
The extremes of average 


temperatures will not be so marked in 
any. 
other section as in the Atlantic 


Coast States. 


June rainfall will generally be de- 


ficient. The greatest amout of rainfall 
will - probably 
fall 
near a line 


drawn from' Peoria, Illinois, to Pitts- 
burg, Pennsylvania, and the least rain 
along and near a line drawn from 
Portsmouth, Ohio, by way of Cincin- 
nati, Cairo and Fort Smith to San 
Antonio, Texas. The Tipper Mississippi 
and Upper Missouri Valleys promise to 
be dry. The Bocky Mountain country 
will have fair rains. 


As a general average of tho temper- 


ature of the whole country the last part 
of June will be much above and the 
first part much below the normal. This 
will make the temperature very high 
in the New England States the lastpart 
of the month and very low in the 
Southeastern States during the first 
part. 


A wave of very low temperature is 


expected to pass through the Northern 
States during the last days of May and 
a high temperature wave through the 
same belt from the 8th to ihe 12th of 
June. 


The most rain, particularly in the 


Northern States, will fall from the 4th 
to tho 10th and the least, particularly 
in the Southern States will be from the 
18th to the 18th and 25th to 30th. 


Temperature for the week ending 


June 6th will be about normal in the 
New England States and about the 
lower lakes, very much below in the 
Southeastern States and generally be- 
low in nil other sections.
